It was 
this leagae which contended with the 
Romans for the independence of Greece; 
bnt, its troops being defeated by Metel- 
1ns at Scarphffia and by Mnmmins near 
Corinth, the leagae was dissolved, and 
all Greece submitted to the Roman 
domination.
